ANOTHER FAKE UNCOVERED 


RATIFY AMENDMENT 

TEN STATES HAVE ALREADY 
PASSED LEGISLATIVE VOTE TO 
MAKE COUNTRY DRY. 


The Legislatures of ten States have 
j ratified the national prohibition 
amendment. 

Of these ten States, four are listed 
in the “wet column.” They are Ken¬ 
tucky, Maryland, Texas and Delaware. 
Six are listed in the dry column. They 
are Mississippi, Virginia, South Caro- j 
lina, North Dakota, Montana and 
South Dakota. 

Before the amendment becomes ef-1 
fective it must be ratified by thirty- 
six States. 

It is interesting to note in this con- J 
nection that the Legislatures of the 1 
majority of the States meet in the 
odd-numbered years. Comparatively 
few Legislatures will meet this year, ; 
hut witli few exceptions, so far as : 
they have met, they have ratified by ; 
overwhelming vote. 

Figures on the vote in the South ' 
Dakota Legislature are not at hand, ! 
although the press dispatches state j 
that the Senate ratified by unanimous 
vote. But we have the figures from 
the Legislatures of the other nine 
States that have ratified. These show 
that in the nine States 1066 legislators 
\oted on the question of ratification. 
Of the 1066, 875 voted in favor of J 
ratification and only 191 voted against j 
ratification. 

Ratification of the prohibition 
amendment lias become the most pop-! 
ular issue before the country.

The “service flag” is not official, 
hut its general use is encouraged by 
the Government. It has been patented 
by private parties. The matter of 
having an official service flag not so 
controlled is under consideration by 
Congress.

FLAG OF HONOR FOR 

SALE OF LIBERTY BONDS 

A new and distinctive feature will 
be introduced in the third Liberty 
Loan campaign, and every city or town 
in the country which subscribes more 
than its quota of Liberty bonds will 
be awarded by the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment an honor flag. 

The flag will be thirty-six inches 
wide and fifty-four inches long The 
body of the flag will be white with 
a broad red border and three broad 
blue vertical stripes denoting the 
third loan. The flags which will be of 
the same quality as the flags of the 
navy are already being manufactured 
and will be awarded as fast as the 
right to fly them is won. Though 
awarded by the Treasury Department, 
they will be distributed by the Lib¬ 
erty loan committees of the different 
districts. 

There will also be a national honor 
flag for eacli State, to be flown at the 
State Capitol, witli the name of each 
town winning a flag inscribed upon 
it. There will also he preserved 
in the United States Treasury a na¬ 
tional honor Hag, with the record of 
each State recorded on it. 

Stars, to be placed on the flag of 
each city or town doubling its quota, 
will he also awarded, and an addi¬ 
tional star for each time the quota is 
doubled. 

An honor roll, containing the 
names of all subscribers, hut not the 
amount of the individual subscrip¬ 
tions, will be kept in each community. 
A window card, bearing a representa¬ 
tion of the honor flag, will be given 
each subscriber to the loan, to he dis¬ 
played at the home or place of busi-

but wherever there are a few gath¬ 
ered together in his name in the 
neighborhood of mighty cathedrals j 
still standing, or tiny kirks in the j 
lie^rt of the woods or along the sea, i 
there will some feature of the story 
of the Atonement be told in symbols.! 

In Brittany, a southern province of j 
France, which nestles close to the J 
Pyrenees, and in consequence perhaps j 
takes on something of the colorful at- . 
mospliere of its neighbors, the Span¬ 
ish provinces, many interesting cus¬ 
toms are observed It is a land, of 
legends. 

On Easter morning at the Church 
of St. Cronley, in the village of Fin- 
istere, Brittany, every man, woman 
and child of the vicinity is in attend¬ 
ance. The women and children are in j 
their best frocks and snowiest caps, 
and the men are leading the cattle to 
the door of this church, which would 
do credit to a city of size. 

There .the priest receives the men 
and animals, and while the women 
cluster around, gravely listening, the 
cattle are blessed and the care of St. 
Cronley invoked in their behalf. This 
saint is a great favorite all over Brit¬ 
tany; and, like so many traditions of 
the Bretons, his story is connected 
with many legends. 

He was hunted by wild men until 
death seemed near, when suddenly 
every pursuer was turi^pd into a stone, 
and so they stand today, one group 
forming a regular border along the 
road from Carnac to Kerlescant. 


WATCH FOB HAWN OF EASTER. 

Thousands Gather on Mountain of 
Southern California to Take Part 
in Religious Ceremony. 


In one of the loveliest spots in 
Southern California, rising above the 
green orange and lemon groves of the 
valley, stands a bare and rugged 
mountain peak. Crowning its highest 
point is a great wooden cross. Near¬ 
by on huge bowlders are swung two 
iron bells, and set in another high j 
bowlder is a bronze tablet recording J 
that this mountain top is dedicated 
to Fra Junipero Serra, a sturdy old 
Spanish priest who, many years be¬ 
fore California came into the Union, 
many years before the revolution 
which created the Union, strode back 
and forth across the desert Christian¬ 
izing and civilizing the Indians. 

But nowhere does his actual spirit 
seem to dwell as on this lonely moun¬ 
tain. For every year, at the dawn of 
Easter, people of the valley and of 
the entire Stato> climb the mountain 
and take part in a religious ceremony 
which cannot be duplicated in the 
world. 

All night before the event the roads 
are filled with pilgrims—in motor 
cars, in carriages and wagons and on 
foot. Through the dark they travel 
in silence for the most part, for the 
hour is solemn. Before the dawn 
there are as many as 30,000 people on 
that mountain top gazing into the pale 
eastern sky. Suddenly the pale sky 
is pierced by a pencil of golden light. 
Then another, and then the morning 
light. Then another, and then the 
morning sun. A cornet solo hails it ■ 
first, followed by the music and the , 
chanting of the Mass. Would that it j 
were given to every soul of us once a j 
year to climb a mountain top with a 1 
great multitude and lift up our hearts : 
to the pure dawn.—Rheto Cliilde Dorr. ]
